Huronites—The Evil Results 
of Booming.

livron, D. T., Oct. 30,—Between.Huron 
and Pierre there are nine points where there 
are side tracks fur freight trains, and. these 
points were originally known as Siding One, 
Siding Two, and so on, The survéyors, when 
they laid out the road, did their best to ar- 
range these sidings as nearly as possible at 
equi-distant points, and at the same time at. 
or near what were likely to prove good town 
sites. At each of these nine points the com- 
pany took up twenty acres of land and erect- 
ed thereon a large water-tank, with wind- 
mill accompaniment, and such other build- 
ings as were deemed necessary. Stations 


have since been erected on most all of them. 


The railroad laid out no town-sites_ between 
Huron and Pierre, and even up to the present 
time has not interested itself in any, but 
leaves them free to individual speculators or 
corporations. Atter a wait of twenty minutes 
for dinner at Huron—a better dinner than 
one can get anywhere else On the road—the 
train first stops at Ordway Junction, a switch 
where the trains for the Jim“ River ex 
tension of the road turn off to the north. A 
switchman’? shanty and afew claim shan 
ties just within range of sight are all that 
incumber the earth. It is too near Huron 
ever to amount to mech. The next place is 
Siding One, or Wolsey, as it is going to be 
called. There are several small stores some 
distance back from the railroad track and a 
few claim shanties. It also is too near Hu- 
ron, but it is a very handy jumping-off place 
for such as have claims thereabouts. Twen- 
ty-five miles west of Huron is Wessington, a 
thriving little settlement on the banks of Run- 


ning Water, a pretty little brook of clear water | tne 


which rises in the Wessington Hillis some three 
miles back of the town and empties into Turtle 
Creek, a somewnbat larger stream whicb has its 
rise in the Ree Hills, and after a meandering 
course empties into the “Jim” River northeast 
of Redfield. Wessington was started in April, 
1882, witn 8. A. Mosher as town-site proprietor, 
and it already contains four general stores, a 
hardware store, two lumber yards, a livery- 
stubie, a saloon, a drug store, and four firms of 
land or locating agents. There are several church 
organizations, but no buildingsas yet. All about 
Wessiagton is good arming land, and the bilis 
are sald to be remarkably tine ranges for stock.

A Bomantic Search fora Hidden Treas- 
ure, a Miner Driven Mad, ‘and a Ter- 
ribie Death.

A reporter yesterday had a conversation 
with one of a party of three men who have 
spent the last summerin searching for the 
“Lost Cabin,” about which there was so 
much discussion ia this Territory several 
years ago. It was built by a party of four 
men, who in 1863 made a wonderful dis- 
covery of gold at a peint supposed to 
be suinewhere near the line between Mon- 
tana and Wyoming. In less than a week after 
the dicovery was made a party of hostile In- 
dians made a descent ou the discoveries and 
killed all but one of chem. The suryiver, a 
man named Thompson, made his appearance 
in Alder Gulch, and set the camp on fire with 
the tale of the wonderful discovery which he 
and his companions had made. The discovery 
was said to consist of a ledge of quartz 
several feet in width, with streaks of pure 
gold running through it averaging from one 
to seven Inches wide. The story was mar- 
velous, and, if the public pulse had not been 
at that time in a feverish condition on ac- 
count ot the vast quantities of the ious | 
metal then being taken out weekly from 
the placers of Alder Guich, its truth 
might have been questioned. But under 
the circumstances no one thouglit of 
ing it for an instant, especially. when 
Thomason exhtbited several ragged chunks 
of gold that had the appearance of having 
been broken from a wass of the glittering 
wetal, and this Thompson: was the 
case.

A BONANZA FOR THE COMMON COUNCIL. 

At the last meeting of the Citizens’ A880 
ciation, Mr. Henry C. Rew offered a resolu- 
tion, which was passed, directing the Execu- 
tive Committee to investigate the right of 
the people to purchase the city railways in 
1888 at an appraised valuation. This inquiry 
is based upon the section of the original 
ordinance of Aug. 16, 1858, incorporating the 
South and West Division Roads, in which 
the city reserved the right to take back the 
whole railway system—branches and all—by 
simply paying for the plant at the expiration 
of twenty-five years, ‘The twenty-five years 
Will end ih August next, and Mr. Rew de- 
sires, on behalf of his fellow-citizens, to 
know whether this right of purchase can be 
enforced, 

This option is wortli many millions of dol- 
lars to the city. If these millions could be 
realized at this time it would be most fort- 
unate for Chicago. This city is suffering in 
business, in health, and in the lives of its 
citizens sorely for the want ot improve- 
ments in the sewerage and pavements. By 
exercising its right of purchase it can regain 
the franchise of the street-railways and can 
sell ft outright to some new syndicate for a 
round sum. 

‘The funds so obtained, without a dollar of 
taxation, could be spent on our streets and 
sewers to our immense profit. The unwhole- 
someness of our streets and sewers is, as 
every merchant kaews, driving business 
away from us. Thousands of persons, most 
of them children, die. every year of prevent- 
able diseases which originate in our filthy 
theroughfares and our mephitie drainage. 
Mr. Rew points the way to a fund for the 
amelioration of this distressing state of 
things. His suggestion is made in good 
faith in the public interest, but the Common 
Council of 1888, the lawyers, and the Legis- 
lature are the only persons who are likely to 
get any benefit from it. 

Here is the greatest bonanza for thése 
harpies to pluck that has ever been offered to 
municipal vultures. The railroad corpora- 
tions, the richest in the city, will have to pay 
heavily to ward off the legal confiscation of 
their charters. If a new syndicate could af- 
ford to pay millions for the franchise the 
one in possession will not let it go for 
the failure to disburse a hundred thousand 
or so among the Aldéefmen, the lawyers, and 
the members of the State Legislature. The 
ordinance provides that the Council appoint 
a disinterested freeholder to confer with s 
representative of the roads, and that these 
two select a third person, a disinterested 
freeholder, who shall fix the figures the city 
shall pay 

There. are boundless possibilities here. 
Our City Fathers can sell aut to the railroads. 
the nomination of the city’s representative. 
This will give the companies the full control 
of the three valuators. They can make the 
city pay $2,000,000, $5,000,000, or $10,000,000 
for the plant. Then the City Council can run 
the roads themselves for a year, paying high 
salaries to all their friends to act as drivers 
and conductors. “Spotters” will not dc 
needed under this régime. Members of the 
City Government, their sisters, and their 
cousins, and their aunts unto the third and 
fourth generation can ride free, The em- 
ployés will constitute ‘a regiment of men 
armed with voting papers to be marched 
from one ward to another on election-days to 
register the decrees of Mike McDonaid and 
his strikers, 

After all the ore has been worked outof 
the vein of the bonanza, the Common Coun- 
cil having proved that the city will losea 
million or so a year in operating the roads, 
can sell them back to the corporations for 
half what the city paid for them. There are 
millions In this scheme—mlllions for the rail- 
roads and the rings, and - for the people mill- 
ions “over the left.” 

Mr. Rew’s point is well taken, and with an 
honest Common Council the city would 
probably de able to realize millions of 
dollars by G@xercising its right to take up 
the horse-railway franchises and buy their 
plant at a valuation. The act of the Legisla- 
ture of Feb. 6, 1865, extending the franchise 
for seventy-four years, or ninety-nine years 
in all, we do not doubt would be decided by 
the Supreme Court of the United States to 
be unconstitutional, as it has been already 
decided by public opinion to have been a 
venal outrage. But it would be an utter im- 
possibility te elect & Common Council! that 
would not sell the people out. This is a ter- 
ribly humiliating confession to make, but it 
is the sober trath. Who will gainsay it?

GOLD IMPORTS NOT LIKELY THIS YEAE. 

Many sanguine financiers predicted last 
summer, when it became apparent that the 
harvest was to be luxuriant, that within 
ninety days the country would be again im- 
porting gold. The promise ofa drink to a 
dry toper could not have been more welcome 
than this assurance of more stimulants to a 
country which had in three years absorbed 
an increase of $488,000,000 In its currency 
and cries for more to keep up its eareer of 
overspeculation and overimportation. 

The ninety days are nearly up, and gold 
‘imports do not seem as likely new as then. 
The months are past in which they. are usu- 
ally made. August, September, and October 
have been the months of heaviest gold im- 
ports during the years of 1879, 1880, and 1881. 
Since July, 1879, when there was an export 
of gold of $98,000, there has been an excess 
of imports continuously up to this year. 
For this year the change is shown by the 
figures at New York, which has exported 
$43, 767/194 and imported but $4,041,637 since 
January. 

This is a revolution in our foreign trade, 
In the years 1879, 1880, and 1881 the United 
States imported 8208, 000, O00 more specie than 
it exported, Foreign exchange has shown a 
rising tendency lately. ‘The condition of the 
fereign banks is such that they will make 
more than the usual resistance to a drain of 
gold this way. The three banks of Germany, 
England, and France have lost $18,000,000 of 
specie during the last month. Of course if 
Europe has to have our wheat at our price it 
must send gold to pay for it, unless we will 
take our pay in goods. 

This the country has been doing. Our 
merchandise imports, which were $624,213,- 
229 in the fiscal year 1880-81, increased to 
$724,689,574 in the last fiscal year; while in 
the same time the exports have decreased 
from $883,925,947 to $733,289,732. Since Jan. 


New York have been $417,565,996 and the ex- 
ports only 8278, 347, 7h These facts ‘show 
plainly enough how rapidly the eountry lias 
been drifting toward gold exports—that is, 
currency contraction. 

Some symptoms of a favorable. change 
have been apparent lately. Last week the 
merchandise exports at New York were 
$429,216 greater than the imports. Exports 
of cotton, dairy products, and wheat show 
encouraging gains for October. The com- 
mercial movement for the remaining months 
of the yéar will be watched with great inter- 
est to see if this change for the better con- 
tinues, But it is not to be expected that we 
will import gold.

New York, Nov. 2.—Speculation on the Stock 
Exchunge was dull but strong today, and values 
gencralivy are %@7 higher than at the close 
yesterday. The market opened 2 higher for Nor- 

folk & Western. 1½ lower for ‘New York, Chi- 
cago & St. Louis preferred, and irreguiur but 
generally a traction higher for the remainder of 
the list. Aftera fractional advance aud reac- 
tion im the early dealings prices rose 601.

Gould's brokers talk a rise of 
four or fiv®@points, and are especially confident 
in regard to Missouri Pacific. 

The injunction against the Mutual Union 
trust scheme is variously construed. Those 
who think it means tight advise against the sate 
of Western Union, alleging. that Mr. Gould will 
support the stock. aker, of the Mutual 
Union, hus not returned to the city. 

The money market was active on call to bor- 
rowers on pledge of stock collateral at 6@10, 
closing at 8% 10.

The leading produce / Markets were irregular 
yesterday, and mostly stronger. They were gen- 
erally quiet early in the day, but firmer, and im- 
proved alittle after noon, as corn started up 
under exciting news from Liverpoul and New 
York, and influenced the rest upward. 

Provisions were moderately active, without 
much business on outside account. They were 
Stroug early in the day on the publication of 
stocks showing-very little stuff on hand. Then 
they fell back, as it was found that there was not 
much demand at the advance, and turned 
up later in sympathy with corm. Mess 
pork advanced 20c per bri on the near futures to 
lie on those more deferred; lard advanced 7‘4c 
per 100 lbs, and meats were steady, with a firm 
tone, but not much demand. The stock of pork 
is almost nothing, but the manufacture during 
this mouth is expected to beampleto apply on 
November contracts. Lard is in light stock, 
while the quantity of meats on band isa littie 
larger than seowe parties had expected. There 
was little change on the afternoon call, except 
that May pork advanced about 7c. 

Flour was dull, with very little demand for 
export, as foreign limits were generally te- 
duced in view of the increasing supply at West- 
ern points. Local dealers also were indisposed 
to trade, and the result was a rather weak. feel- 
ing till near the close, when the strength in 
wheat made flour steadier. Other milistuffs 
were tirm. 

Wheat was quiet and stronger. The market 
advanced %c eafly for this month and next, 
with little change in other futures, fell back \c 
and advanced in eympathy with corn to 1@l\ 4c 
above the latest prices ot Wednesday, 
closing firm. London reported a de- 
cline vf 3a per quarter, but our re- 
ceipts were smaller, which tended to pre- 
vent the decline due to absence of demany 
There was some inquiry early for December, but 
when it had caused an advance to Me it brought 
outa oig line of Offerings on stop orders at that 
figure, und the only inquiry for car-lots seemed 
to be to make Up round lots to be sold simulta- 
néously in the crowd on futures. There was, 
however, one large cargo taken for shipment. 
Receivers stated that they do not expect an act- 
ive movement from first hands, but the supply 
bids fair to fully equal the demand, as the for- 
eign wants are being largely filled direct from 
the flour-milis. The afternoon market was 
steady. 

Corn was active and irregularly stronger. Pub- 
lic telegrams called the English markets only 
steady, and our receipts were nearly equal to 
those of the previous day, while the visible sup- 
bly was understood to have increased nearly 
1,000,000 bu during last week. There was just 
enough strength to enable certain holders for 
November and May to seil out, and the year dis- 
count decreased nearly lo under free offerings 
for this month, sellers of futures being undis- 
mayed by the fact of a brisk demand for ship- 
ment. About noon the news came in (pri- 
vately) that Liverpool stocks are reduced 
to 40,000 quarters, of which one-balf is 
American, and New York jumped up 3 
@ic per du tor November, giving 
a margin on shipments from this city to‘be de- 
livered on the seaboard this month. New York 
seems to be wakening up to the fact of a short 
supply., and England now finds that the Dau- 
ubian corn is about exhausted, while the Bra- 
zilfan supply is also fading into notbingness 
after brilliant promises. It was also reported 
here to be rainmg in the South and Southwest 
yesterday, and there were fewer assurances of 
speedy receipts of Southern coro. The result of 
the increased demand was a sbarp jump in spot 
prices to 2c above the price for November, while 
futures advanced Ilie except May. which bad 
been dulled early by a load of Silver Grey offer- 
ings. Inthe afternoon the market advanced 
160. but lost the improvement under rather 
large offerings for year delivery. 

Oats were quiet. and firm iu sympathy with 
corn, the aggregate business on the regular 
board being lighter than that of any day during 
the week. Prices advanced Ke throughout the 
list, and closed strong, especially for spot and 
selier the month. No. 2 cash sold at 34@34'¢e, 
closing at schine. Seller the month sold 
early at 8e. and closed 34\, the highest figure 
of the day. May ranged at 354;@36c, but No. 2 
white was nominal at 36%c, and rejected sold at 
ic. Sampies were steady at about Wednes- 
day's prices. 

Kye was active for spot, with little or nothing 
doing in futures. No. 2 gilt edged sold at %c 
November being quotable at the same figure. 
Seller December was de bid and se was bid for 
the year. Rejected sold at 5e. Samples soid 
at 5716 % 8 for No. 2, and 53@50e for rejected, 

Barley was quiet and steady for No. 2, spot 
selling at Sc and November bemg quotable at 
83e. No. 3 was 4c off from Wedoesday, spot 
selling at 5266830, and clusing at e. Seller 
November was salable at 53e, and December at 
5b444c. Samples were dull ana lower, with a con- 
siderabie portion of the receipts going into 
store. 

Groceries remain a little quiet. The demand 
does not extend much beyond meeting imme- 
diate wants, there being an entire absence of 
any speculative tendency. Dry goods. boots and 
shoes, clothing, and miilinery goods were going 
out in a fairly liberal way and averaged steady. 
In dairy products there was a quict movement 
at steady prices. Dried fruits averaged firm. 
Fish soid at full prices. The oil market was re- 
ported fairly netive and firm. Coal and pig-iron 
remain dull. 

In broom-corn a steady trade is reported at 
quotations. Green fruits were in good demand 
and holding at about Wednesday’sfigure. Hides 
are moving slowly, tanners still buying sparing- 
ly, in anticipation of lower prices. Motals and 
timners' ware are in active demand ana firm 


througbout the list. Potatoes in good supply 


and steady. Wool fairly active at last week's 
prices. Eggs were firm at 25@26c per doz. Hops 
have again advanced, owing to the light stocas 
and export demand from England, and are now 
quotable at S. 0 , L per D for choice New 
York, and Se for Wisconsins.

A New Steamboat Line. 

Ata meeting of the Directors of the North- 
western Transportation Company, held in Sar- 
nia this week, J. D. Beatty was appointed Man- 
ager for the balance of the season. This change 
was necessitated by the resignation of Henry 
Beatty, who bas accepted the management of a 
line of steamers to run between Algoma Mills 
and Prince Arthur’s Landing, to form a ling be- 
tween the Thuuder Bay and Nipissing sections 
of the Canada Pacitic Railway. The syndicate 
managers dave showu judgment iu selecting 
Heury Beatty for the position of manager of the 
marine division of their service, his record as a 
vessel manager, especially in connection with 
the Sarnia Line of the upper lake boats, being 
unequaled financially, and also for the care and 


attention bestowed upon the wants of passen- 


gers and customers and the safety of the lives 
and property intrusted to bis charge. The Bur- 
nia Observer, speaking of the new line, says: 
„ This line, whea in operation, will enable the 
syndicate to curry passengers and freight from 
one side of the continent to the other on their own 
cars and boats. The new liners will be capabie 
of carrying about 1,000 tons, with a draught of 
thirteen feet of water, and will be constructed 
of steel on the pattern of the ocean-going ves- 
sels, with engines of sufficient power to enabie 
them to steam against any gaie thas they may 
have to encounter on Lake Superior. The plans 
have been furnished by Mr. Beatty himself, and 
will completely revoluuonize some of the pre- 
conceived ideas of lake boats. The proposed 


| eraft will lie low in the water, the bulwarks 


forming the railings of the cabin decks; while 
the usual elevated pilot-bouse and decks will be 
conspicuous for their absence. Their speed will 
be upwards of fifteen miles an hour, Which will 
enabie them to make the trip from the wills to 
the landing, a distance of 360 miles in twenty- 
four hours. They will run by time-tabies, one 
bout leaving each end of the route every day. It 
is probable that the craft will be builton the 
Clyde and brought over in sections, It they can 
be bulitin Canada no doubt the order will be 
executed in the Dominion.
